Together. 


THE EULES TO GOVERN.

A servant girls’ union has been 
organized in Chicago by the elec­ 
tion of officers and the adoption of 
constitution 
an^ by-laws, under 
the name of the W orking W om en 
of America. 
There are about 300 
members now, but the organizers 
of the union promise to make it 
ijOOO by the time the exclusive set 
of Chicago returns from the sum­ 
mer trips to the lakes and the sea­ 


shore. 
The 
organization has the 
en­ 
dorsement of the International L a ­ 
bel league, and was completed so 


quickly that, in spite of the fact 
that the organizers belong to the 
sex which is erroneously supposed 
to be unable to keep a secret, few 
heard more than vague rumors of 
its impending launch. 
Interviews 
with 
Chicago 
ma­ 
trons 
who are prominent socially 
indicate 
that they are not unani­ 
mous in regarding the new union 
w ith disfavor or casting 
ridicule 
I upoit it. 
Many of these employers 
^ o f servant 
girls declare they are 
glad there is a prospect of elevat­ 
ing household service to 
the dig­ 
nity of a profession. 
T hey see in 
this union a solution of the vexing 
servant girl problem. 
One lady, 
who may be quoted as expressing 
the sentiments of the opposition, 
savs the fact that servants are so 
varied in temperament and nation­ 
ality 
insures the 
wreck of their 
unión in a/ short while. 
She thus 
classifies house servants : 
“ 
Gaddera— The sort that are so 
eager to converse with the butcher, 
the baker, and milkman. 
Janitors 
and policemen are well liked by 
this class, 
“ 
Runners— Those 
who 
are so 
fond of spending their evenings at 
the parks or at dance halls, and 
who are so careful of their h.ands 
and complexions. 
“ 
Steadies— Those 
who 
always 
have steady company. 
This class 
is slow to learn, but works with a 
determination. 
“ 
Marriere— Those whcrj seldom 
work for more th an a year b efore 
th ey get married an d h ave a u ome 
of th eir own . 
Th ese girls 
wqrk 


fast and dress neatly so as to im­ 
press their suitors. 
“ 
Flighties— Those 
who are so 
easily disturbed. 
This class 
as a 
rule is fond of cooking, but tpurns 
any other task ” 
It is not intended by the union 
that there shall be any chance for 
discussion as 
to 
the union rules, 
and to that end the walls of each 
union kitchen will be decorated by 
a framed set of rules. 
Tiie officers 
are May Murphy, president; Stella 
W endt, recording secretary; M ar­ 
garet Keehn, financial secretary, 
and Hannah Johnson, treasurer. 
T h e rules to govern the union 
are as fo llo w s: 
Rule I— W ork shall not begin 
before 5 130 a. m., and shall cease 
when 
the 
evening’s 
dishes 
are 
washed and put away. 
T w o hours 
each 
afternoon 
and 
the 
entire 
evening at least twice a week shall 
be allowed the domestic 
as her 
own. 
Rule II— There shall be no op­ 
position on the part of the mistress 
to club life on the part of the do­ 
mestic. 
Entertainment of friends 
in limited numbers shall not be pro­ 
hibited, provided the domestic fur­ 
nishes her own refreshments. 
Rule 
III — Gentlemen 
friends 
shall not be barred from the kitcli- 
en or back porch. 
Members of the 
family of the house shall not inter­ 
rupt the conversation arising dur­ 
ing said visit. 
Rule I V — ^Domestics shall be a l­ 
lowed such hours off on Monday as 
will permit them to visit the bar­ 
gain counters of the stores and en­ 
joy on that day the sam'e privileges 
enjoyed by the mistress and her 
daughters. 
Rule V — A ll complaints shall be 
made to the business agent of the 
union. 
The 
question 
of 
wages 
shall be settled at time .of employ­ 
ment, and no reduction shall be al­ 
lowed. 
Following is the scale of wages 
adopted : 
Cooks and housekeepers, $5 to 
I7 per week. 
General and second girls, $4 to 
I5 per week. 
\ 
Y o u n g and inexperienced girls, 
$3 to f4 per week.

w ith a strike if he is not d isc harg ­ 
ed, and 
the 
right to m aintain a 
union at all ex cept upon conditions 
that will provide a m onetary com ­ 
pensation in the event that the un ­ 
ion is adjudged to have injured a 
person in his property or r e puta ­ 
tion, are tw o im po rta n t q uestions 
that are involved in a suit against 
A m erican H o d C arriers’ union N o. 


I , recently filed in this city. 
T he union has 500 members, and 
its officers and members, as indi­ 
viduals and the union as an organ- 
^’zTtion, are defendants to the suit. 
T he plaintiff is Chas. C 
B iker, 
who was once a m em ber of the 
union, and w ho charges that he 
was first deprived of 
his union 
privileges by the illegal acts of his 
fellow members, and after being fo 
deprived was prevented from g e t­ 
tin g w ork at his trade because he 
was a non-union m an. 
T here are 
no provisions in the 
laws 
of 
Indiana 
by w hich labor 
unions can be 
organized, because 
the law does not incorporate bodies 
that are 
organized folely for the 
purpose 
ot 
m a in ta in in g 
prices. 
Fhe 
labor 
unions are, therefore, 
organized w ithout 
charters 
from 
the state and w ithout state recog­ 
nition or supervision. 
Because of 
these 
facts there 
have been few 
appeals 
to 
the 
law 
as defenses 
against the strike or 
the boycott 
ex cept w here the former became a 
menace to property, and then the 
aid of the militia and not the civil 
law w as invoked to 
prevent dis­ 
order and protect persons in their 
private or corporate rights. 
T he present suit is thus the first 
w hich 
has been brought w ith a 
view to holding a labor union on 
one hand and its m em bership on 
the other responsible in pecuniary 
dam ages for injuries to persons in 
their property or reputations, and 
or this reason it has an im portance 
which has rarely attached to the 
abor q uestion in Indiana. 
Charles Baker, the plaintiff, has 
jeen a 
li<'dcarrier lor 
the 
past 
welve or fifteen years, and for ten 
years of tha t time was em ployed 
□y J o hn M artin,.one of the largest 
contractors in the city. So faithful 
lad 
B aker proved 
that 
M artin 
m ade him a kind of leader of his 
carriers, or rather designated him 
as the m an to “ set the pace” for 
his fellow laborers, though at no 
tim e was he em pow ered to hire or 
discharge men. 
E a rly this spring tw o new hod- 
carriers were em ployed by M artin, 
and after 
a short service one of 
them was discharged by the fore­ 
m an. 
T he discharged m an 
and 
the 
other new m an reported B aker to 
the union, charging him w ith over 
w o rk in g the carriers. 
H e denied 
the charges and a jury was im pa n ­ 
eled to try him, the rules of the 
union req uiring this m ethod of pro­ 
cedure. 
T he jury heard the evi­ 
dence and failed to agree. 
T ha t 
evening B aker learned tha t a spe­ 
cial m eeting of the union had been 
called, and w hen he reached the 
hall he found tha t only his enemies 
and some w ho sym pathized w ith 
them had been notified. 
A m otion w as m ade to ex pel 
B aker for ten years an d fine him 
$50, an d this was declared carried. 
A n o the r m otion followed to am end 
the first an d m ake the ex pulsion 
for ninety-nine jicars, and this was 
declared carried, a n d B ak er was 
ordered from the hill. 
W he n he w en t to w o rk the nex t 
m o rn in g a com m ittee from the un ­ 
ion w as present a n d notified M a r ­ 


tin that if B aker was not discharg­ 
ed 
the 
hod 
carriers on the job 
would be called off 
M artin was 
inclined to 
stand .by hi s t r us t e d 
employe, but he was under contract 
to finish the w ork w ithin a speci­ 
fied 
time, 
and 
Baker 
was 
dis­ 
charged. 
T he 
union 
then 
de­ 
m anded tha t the man 
who had 
been discharged 
should 
be rein­ 
stated, and threats of a strike were 
made in the event this was refused. 
This was laying it on pretty thick, 
but M a rtin was in a tig ht place 
and finally acceded to the dem and, 
and B aker had the mortification of 
being displaced by the m an whom 
the foreman had discharged for in ­ 
com petency but a few days before. 
Baker started out to find a job, 
and 
applied 
to contractor after 
contractor, 
but alw ays w ith the 
same result, for the union had noti­ 
fied them that the em ploym ent of 
Baker would be the signal for call­ 
ing all the men off of any job on 
which he should be em ployed. 
A s 
the 500 hodcarriers w ho belong to 
A m erican U nion N o. 14 constitute 
about all the m en engaged in the 
trade in this city, no 
contractor 
w ould take the risk of a contest 
w ith the organization, and Baker 
tram pled from place to place in 
search of 
w ork in 
vain. 
A fter 
several weeks he w ent to C ontractor 
M artin, and his old em ployer gave 
him a job in some other capacity 
w ith a daily wage of $1.25, while 
as a hodcarrier he had been earning 
$2.50 per day. 
B ak er’s contentioo is that the 
union lias eslablibhed certain rules 
of 
procedure 
w here charges are 
filed against a rrem ber, and that 
these rules were violated in his ex ­ 
pulsion, and therefore the act and 
everything connected w ith it was 
illeg a l; that he could not be de­ 
prived of his privileges as a m em ­ 
ber of the union by illegal acts,and 
that he has been persecuted w ith­ 
out cau^e. 
H e also contends that 
the boycott invoked against him is 
contraiy to law. and that the union 
as an organization and the m em ­ 
ber^ as individuals are liable for 
any dam ages that he has suffered 
by loss of work or in reputation. 
T here is 
about 
$3,000 
in 
the 
un io n ’s treasury, and an attem pt 
will be made to subject this sum to 
the paym ent of 
dam ages if any 
are aw arded upon the hearing of 
the case.
